Archibald Memorial Home 

(By L. E. Jones) 

A special meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Archibald Mem¬ 
orial Home was held in the hall of 
the Indianapolis Deaf Club on Sun¬ 
day, Feb. 24. All of the Directors 
were present except Clive Breed¬ 
love. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to arrange a new Superintendent’s 
contract for the coming year. After 
a good deal of discussion a new 
contract was signed retaining Lionel 
Weese as Superintendent and Mrs. 
Weese as Matron. The contract 
is for a two year period and calls 
for a salary of $125 per month 
for the Superintendent and $50 
per month for the Matron. 

Some complaint was registered 
that because of the long lapses of 
time between Board meetings, it 
is felt the Board is unable to ex¬ 
ercise sufficient supervision of af¬ 
fairs at the Home. To remedy this 
condition, an advisory committee 
was formed, who duties will be to 
give closer supervision of the Home 
and Farm between meetings of the 
Board. They will be expected to 
make frequent trips to the Home 
and are to have full authority to 
act between the Board Meetings. 
They are to report to the Board 
at full Board meetings. The fol¬ 
lowing were appointed to the Ad¬ 
visory Board: Harry Jackson, Rich¬ 
ard Phillips and Garnel Walker, all 
Board members, and Joseph Miller, 
a non-member. One other member 
will be appointed later. 

Marian Smith, of the House Com¬ 
mittee submitted bids from two 
Lafayette firms for the repair of 
the plaster, wood-work and paint 
on the inside of the Home. One 
bid was for $895 and the other was 
for $724.06. Neither of the bids in¬ 
cluded outside work, such as caulk¬ 
ing, etc. It was felt by the Board 
it is best to hold the matter over 
for further study to see if we 
can make better and cheaper ar¬ 
rangements. 

A letter was read informing the 
Board that the Anderson Deaf Club 
wished to assume sponsorship of the 
Madison County room, one of two 
which has been cared for by the 
Inter-Allied Society. The Board ap¬ 
proved the transfer and expressed 
thanks to the Anderson Club for 
taking over the room. 

The rest of the meeting was giv¬ 
en over to reports of committees 
and various unimportant matters. 

The annual observance of Mr. 
Archibald’s birthday, this year, 
which will be jointly sponsored by

BASKETBALL TEAM OF THE INDIANAPOLIS 
CLUB CLOSES SEASON WITH FINE RECORD

The Indianapolis boys wound up 
their 1945-46 season with a 56-27 
victory over the Anderson Deaf 
Club team to finish with a splen¬ 
did record of nine victories and 
three losses in inter-city deaf 
games. 

They went down to Louisville, on 
Feb. 2, to beat the Louisville Sil- 
ents, 40-30, after trailing behind 
most of the time. The Chicago 
Deaf Club team came down to In¬ 
dianapolis, on Feb. 16, to beat the 
Indianapolis boys again, 52-39, be¬ 
fore the largest crowd of the sea¬ 
son.

Silent Hoosiers Lose to Short- 
ridge, 57 to 25, in Sectional 
Tourney at Butler Field House 

Playing before a record sectional 
crowd, 15,000 fans, the Silent 
Hoosiers lost their last basketball 
game of the season to Shortridge of 
Indianapolis, 57 to 25, on Friday 
afternoon, Feb. 22. 

Frank McCrea received honor¬ 
able mention position on the local 
newspaper’s tourney teams. He im¬ 
pressed the fans with his long 
shooting accuracy and tight de¬ 
fensive plays.

In the January 25th issue of the 
Gallaudet College’s school paper, 
THE BUFF AND BLUE, was a 
write-up about an Indiana boy, 
Leslie Massey, being selected as 
the “Athlete of the Month.” The 
write-up is as following: 

“This month’s athletic honors 
goes to Leslie Massey, a red-headed 
Sophomore from Lafayette, In¬ 
diana. “Red” is one of the few 
all-around athletes in Gallaudet 
College’s history. Leslie is quite a 
regular fellow among the college 
men and he’s no stranger to most 
of the athletes in the Mason-Dixon 
Conference. Besides majoring in 
basketball, track and football, he 
has gained quite a reputation at 
boxing. Last year in the A.A.U. he 
fought his way to the finals, only 
to be outpointed in the last round. 
As a basketball player, he is very 
active on the floor despite his 
short, rugged stature. He has earn¬ 
ed several medals in track and was 
the leading point-getter in the last 
two track championship meets. 


Outside of athletics, “Red” is a 
quiet fellow, but when it comes to 
“bull sessions,” he’s always ready 
to argue, along with a few wise¬ 
cracks. The fellows on his dormi¬ 
tory floor like to watch him try to 
concentrate on his lessons in an 
unusual position, with one leg 
across his knee and one hand on 
the ankle and at the same time 
wiggling his foot.
